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A SHORT SERMON. 


Dr. Moorhouse, the Bishop of Mel- 
bourne, Australia, has delivered an 
addresss which 1s altogether likely to 
brig a hornet’s nest of orthodox be- 
lievers about his Episcopal ears. The 
people of his diocese have been suffer- 
ing for lack of rain, and his clergy 
shave besought him to frame the cus- 
temary form of prayer for rain.“ 
This he has declined to do, declaring 
that the ecurse of seasons and the 
changes of weather are regulated by 
unvarying laws of natural government. 
If, he said, the sufferings of a famine 
ora drought were not the result of 
such laws, which God could not wisely 
and righteously break, then God 
would appear to inflict suffering wan- 
tonly; while if human prager could 
obtain rain in spite of natural laws, 
Christians who failed to obtain rain 
‘should be accounted criminals who 
inflicted suffering which thoy might 
remove, As to prayers for material 
Wants, as a whole, the Bishop observed 
“that all the lower wants of men were 
supplied by an unvaryiog all-compre- 
hensive rule, which people sbould 
study and obey, thinking, without 
anxiety or discontent, what the work- 
ing of the law gives them, and seeking 
in their prayers spiritual blessings 
rather than material requirements. 
In covclusion, the Bishop putin a 
good word fer his hobby of irrigation, 
observing that it would be much more 
rational for the Australians to utilize 
the waters of their rushing rivers in 
irrigating the fields than to neglect 
all such precautious, and, when they 
find the consequences of their neglect 
intolerable, resort to prayer.

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ON THE SOA! SCAFFOLD. 


Particulars of the Execution of Gui- 
tau. 


_Wasutnerton, June 30. 
Shortly before 12 o'clock Guiteau | 
seewed to break down completely, and 


burst into tears and sobbed _histeric- 
ally, Dr, Hicxs sat by bis side fan- 
ning him, and vainly trying to calm 
him. Guiteau had collapsed com- 
pletely, and lay on his cot as limp as 
arag. The opinion prevailed that the 
execution would bs hurried in conse- 
quence. Guiteau at this time was 
lying upon his cot in his cell, weak 
and trembling and crying. The fit of 
rage that controlled him during the 
night wore off. The jail officials, 
however, feared for a long time that 
he would have to be carried to the 
gallows. lle gradually revived, and 
when the end came showed himself to 
be a man of herve and courage. 

At 12:25 Guiteau was led from his 
cell to the gallows, Warden Crocker 
and Jailer Strong in front, the minister 
next. The prisvoer, looking cool and 
calm, was escorted by two guards 
behind. 

At 12:21 a loud steam whistle was 
blown at the work-house, which is 
near the jail. By it Guiteau was in 
the habit of gauging the timé. Two 
minutes later the iron-gates at the end 
of the corridor clicked and Warden 
Crocker made ‘his appearance, and a 
moment later the familiar figur of 
Guiteau was seen, his tace was pallid 
and the muscles about his mouth 
moved, Other than this there was no 
wign of faltering. 

‘ THE PROCESSION 

Moved quickly to the scaffold, and 
Guiteau ascended the somewhat steep 
steps with as much steadiness as could 
be expected from a man whose hands 
were pinioned. At the last step he 
faltered for a moment, but was as- 
sisted by the officers who walked up 
on either side. Upon reaching the 
platform Guiteau was placed immedi- 
ately behind the drop, facing the front 
of the scaffold. Capt. Coleman stood 
upon his right, Robert Strong on 
his left, and Woodward directly 
behind him. Jones took a posi- 
tion on the north side, near the up- 
right of the beam. Warden Crocker 
took his position at the southeasé cor- 
ner of the structure. Guiteau gazed 
upon the crowd, looked up at the 
beam overhead and finally made a 
survey of the dread paraphernalia. As 
soon as the crowd had gained access 
Warden Crocker waved them to un- 
cover, and all heads were bared. 

Dr. Hicks then offered prayer, dur- 
ing which Guiteau stvod with bowed 
head. Atits conclusion the clergy- 
man held the Bible while the con- 
demned man read a selection in a 
clear, strong voice, after which he read 
from manuscript a blasphemous appeal 
to the Almighty, predicting that the 
nation will go down in blood.” 


THE FATAL DROP, 


The executioner then pinioned his 
legs and carefully adjusted the noose 
about his neck. Mr. Strong placed 
the black cap over his head, and as he 
did se Guiteau called out in loud 
tones Glory! glory! glory!“ Iustant- 
ly the trap was sprung. The body 
turned partly around,.but there was 
not the slightest perceptible motion of 
tho limbs. When the drop fell a yell 
was sent up by some person inside the 
jail. This was re-echoed outside by a 
thousand or more people, who hur- 
rahed lustily. There was a general 
onslaught by the populace on the jail 
door. officers were unabie to 
withstand it, and a hundred people 
crowded into the office. 

For at least 40 seconds after the drop 
tell the body hung motionless. Then 
there was a slight motion of the shoul- 
ders and legs due to muscular con- 
traction. There was a decided action 
of the heart for fully 14 minutes, and 
the pulse fluttered two minutes longer. 
When the body had hung with the 
feet just touching the ground for over 
half an hour, it was lowered into the 
coffin, which was waiting for it under 
the scaffold. The physicians decided 
that the neck had been broken. When 
the body was lowered and the black 
cap was removed and the face exposed. 
The features were pailid and composed | 
and about the mouth there was cons 
siderable moisture.

The Patients Safcly Traasferred from 
Stockton to Rene. 

The insane patients, 148 in number, 
117 males and 21 females, arrived this 
morning at 4:45 and were immediate- 
ly taken to their new home.

Three female pa- 
tients are paralyzed, and as helpless 
as children. One old lady, nearly 60 
years of age, is a pitiful sight, and it 
makes one’s heart bleed to see her. 
They were at ‘once consigned to the 
different wards, and at 8 o’clock par- 

took of their first meal in the new asy- 
lum. Dr. Dawson, Mr. Martin, his as- 
sistant and Mrs. Walker, the matron, 
seemed relieved when their charge was 
safely landed.
